The most 
remarkable display of lightning 
ever seen in the Rocky Moun- 
tain country prevailed over 
Butte for an hour this morning, 
between 4 and 5 o’clock. The 
heavens were one continuous 
sheet of flame, with scarcely an 
intermission, and thousands of 
people were aroused from their 
slumbers by the brightness of 
the strange phenomenon. Near- 
ly everything became more or 
less charged with electricity, 
and many people were injured 
by coming in contact with arti- 
cles connected with the electric 
light and telephone wires, even 
several hours after the electric 
display had ceased. 
Alfred E. Rhodes of Aurora, 
III., an employe of the Cudahy 
Packing Co. in Butte, was killed 
at 8 o’clock this morning by an 
electric shock that came from a 
stack of meat in a refrigerator 
car. When he first entered the 
car he received a violent shock 
by touching a piece of timber. 
He was dragged out by a fellow 
employee, and after great diffi- 
culty his life was saved.

TWISTING 
TEAR VILLAGE. 


People of Los Alamos Driven in 


Terror from Their Homes and 
Destruction Wrought. — 


OS ALAMOS, July 81.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As if the shocks of Sun- 
day night and last night were not 
enough to drive into a state of terror 
the people of this little town, there was 
another earthquake tonight at 7:30 
o'clock, even more severe than any of 
the previous disturbances. It com- 
pleted what destruction had been left 
unfinished by the twisting of the earth 
at 1:20 o'clock this morning, when 
houses were thrown off their founda- 
tions, walls toppled and bulidings de- 
molished. 
Throughout the day there have been 
tremblings of the earth almost with- 


come every few minutes, with now and 


therefore prepared for the worst to- 
night, whew there was a repetition of 
the terrifying dizzying motion of the 
earth, which before had wrought such 
ruin. Not a house in the town was 
occupied at the time this shock came. 
The people had taken the counsel of 
the scientists at the State University, 
had advised them not to enter 
their houses to sleep. for the reason 
that other and perhaps heavier shocks 
might be expected. 

The people prepared their meals in 
the streets, moved their beds to vacant 
lots and large open spaces, building 
such shelters as they could with the 
means at hand. From time to time the 
noise of falling plaster in the houses 
could be heard as a slight tremor 
caused the loosened pieces to come 
down. On the whole the town is in an 
alarming condition. 

Tonight’s shock was like those which 
preceded it. It could be heard ap- 
proaching. In the distance was what 
seemed like the rumbling of thunder. 
which increased in volume until, with 
a deep roar, the earth began twisting. 
It continued for less than four reconds. 

then ceased suddenly. A few min- 
utes later there were two distinct 
shocks, but not nearly so severe. 

At 11 o'clock tonight the town 
ple are living in the open air. y 
dare not enter their houses; wrapped 
in blankets and coveriets, they are 
sleeping under almost every tree, or 
are trying to sleep there. 

‘There is no truth in the report sent 
out this afternoon that fire was seen 
i one of the mountains, 
thus indicating volcanic disturbances. 

How the people escaped last night, 
That there were not 


one thought there would be ano 


equal force. 

This morning at 1:20 o'clock there 
was a-crash of windows, a cracking of 
plastering, the creaking of frame struc- 
tures, and, above , the terrifying 
rumble of another earthquake, even 
more severe than that of Sunday. 

People rushed from their homes, 
panic-stricken. It was no time to think 
of clothing, and none stopped to dress. 
The shock was over quickly, and be- 
fore most of them could leave their 
rooms. Not a person was injured. 
After such an experience sleep was im- 
possible. Men went tremblingly into 
their houses for the clothing of their 
wives and children, and all spent the 
early morning on the streets. Many 
fa les left today, some going to 
Santa Barbara, but the greater num- 
ber went north. Many are preparing 
to leave tomorrow, tonight's severe 
shock having convinced them 
there is danger here. 

No reports have been received to- 
night of damage at other points by the 
latest shock, but it was felt from San 
Luis Obispo to below Santa Barbara. 


WORST EVER FELT. 


SANTA BARBARA REPORT. 
CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA PARBARA, July 31.—The 
earthquake this morning at 1:20 o'clock, 
with Los Alamos as the center, was the 
worst ever felt in this county and one of 
the worst ever experienced in the State. 
The town of Los Alamos is a scene of 
desolation today.. The first shock that 
occurred on Sunday night sadly de- 
moralized the people, and did a great 
deal of damage, especially at the oil 
wells of the Western Union On Com- 
Pany, located a few miles east of the 
town, but this morning's shock ruined 
the town, and many of the ranch 
houses outlying, and consternatien pre- 
valls among the inhabitants. The 
shock was preceded by loud rumbling 
sounds, so ‘terrifying the people that 
they rushed from their homes in their 
nightclothes, into the streets. 

The seismic movement was rotary, 
piling into the center of rooms furni- 
ture of every description, of the vari- 
In one room of 
Mr. Leslie's residence the household et- 
fects were piled up ten feet high. 

Not a brick chimney remains in the 
town, and a number of buildings are 
totally wrecked, among these is the 
Presbyterian Church. This building, 
of brick, was entirely demolished, The 
rear portion is moved four inches from 
its foundation, the front wall fell, and 
the whole roof fell in upon the pews. 
Numerous small buildings are removed 
from their foundations, and are much 
damaged.

There was a series of lighter vibra- 
tions during the day: in fact, disturb- 
ance was continuous, with intermissions 
sometimes of a few minutes, and some 
times an hour. A report was started 
that smoke was seen issuing from the 
mountains near Zaca Lake, but this 
proved unfounded. 

People traveling the roads in the 
outskirts of Los Alamos discovered 
several landslides, attributed to the 
earthquake. On the grade between 
Lompoc and Los Alamos the road was 
in one place full of rocks and loose dirt.

The expectancy of further quakes is 
not preventing a stream of visitors to 
the town, attracted by their curlosity. 

At the Careaga oil wells, where the 
greatest damage was done, Sunday 
night, today’s shocks were scarcely 
felt. The heaviest shock during the 
day occurred shortly before 4 o'clock. 
It was very severe, but added nothing 
to the destruction and losses. In Santa 
Barbara no shocks have been noted 
since early this morning, the disturb- 
ance being confined to the immediate 
district of Los Alamos. 


WHAT SCIENTISTS SAY. 
NOT BURPRISED BY SHOCKS. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
BERKELEY, July 31.—Regarding the 
unprecedented severity of the earth- 
quakes in Santa Barbara county, Prof. 
Samuel B. Christy of the University of 

California, said: 

“While Southern California earth- 
quakes were unusually severe, it was 
nothing more than could be expected. 
The western coast of this continent is 
Hable to have such shocks at any time. 
Any great contraction of the earth on 
the Pacific Coast may be accompanied 
by damage to property. It is a well- 
known scientific fact that as the earth 
cools in the interior, the earth crust 
on which we live is bound to give, pro- 
ducing a jarring effect of varying in- 
tensity.” 

James Maddril, who has charge of the 
observatory of the University of Cali- 
fornia this summer said: 

“From unofficial sources we have 
learned that the southern earthquakes 
were, practically localized. This is 
strange, since the shocks were so se- 
vere. In quakes sufficient vibration to 
raze a building, the shock is generally 
plainly felt for a radius of hundreds of 
miles. The disturbance, however, was 
scarcely felt here, the seismograph of 
the .university showing but a faint

AMUEL GOMPERS TALKS | 
8 TO THE UNION MEN. 
STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS GIVEN A 

‘ DEFENSE. 

— 
American Federation of Labor Presi- 
dent Gives His Views on “The 
Times’ Editorials, but Evades Many 
Phases of Industrial Problem— Leaves 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, talked 


to an audience of 2000 people for nearly 
two hours at Hazard’s Pavilion last 


night. ‘ 

In attendance and enthusiasm the 
mass meeting w not up to anticipa- 
tions. It was a typical union discourse 
and a distinctly union audience. The 
speaker’s remarks were received with 
sympathetic applause throughout, but 
the demonstration was what would be 
accorded the greatest living union“ 
leader. 

To nonpartisan listeners Mr. Gomp- 
ers was a distinct disappointment as 
an orator and a reasoner. Many a 

speaker has held his audience 
more firmly with a subject of far less 
human interest than that discussed by 
the famed Gompers. During th“ latter 
half of his speech there was an almost 
continuous stream of people for the 
door, and the noise occasioned made it 
somewhat difficult for many to hear 
all of the address. 

Gom ‘s enthusiasm is a greater 
factor in his speaking than his diction, 
etic power over an audi- 
ence. In talking he often becomes 80 
enthused that he is compelled to stop 
ang repeat to gather up his line of 
thought. In stature he is but a pigmy, 


being only a little over five feet, but 
he has a ve head and bears a 
strong facial resemblance to W. J. 


Bryan. 
His address last night was un- 
nounced to be on the subject Labor 
Its Rights, Aims add Rewards,” but 
he spent the smaller portion of his 
time on this general subject.

The restraining by force of 
non-union workers from earning their 
living was carefully ignored.

Gompers’s was a war talk through- 
out, and he stated that might had 
made right as long as he could remem- 
ber. He said that the labor unions 
want to avoid strikes and help toward 
industrial peace, adding: “T are 
times when not to strike is to write 
one’s self down a coward. Let the la- 
bor unions declare they will not strike 
under any conditions, and the employ- 
ers will do the striking for us, in the 
way of lower wages, longer hours and 
degrading conditions. We have a legal 
right to strike and to boycott. When 
it becomes unlawful for a worker to 
cease work when conditions are not to 
his liking, then slavery has been re- 
established. Also any man has a right 
to change his patronage from one 
house to another, and if he has that 
right, he also has the right to try to 
induce his friends an dassociates to do 
the same thing.” 

The speaker said that union labor hag 
done more for the progress and better 
ment of the 
element in iety; that the day of in- 
dividualism has passed; that the labor 
question is the greatest before the peo- 
ple today, and that the labor move- 
ment is going to grow tremendously 
from this day forward. Socialism and 
old-party politics were not breathed.

Scarcity of Stock. 
A local landscape gardener, who 
not interested in nupeery stock says 


there will be a deficiency of 75 per cent. 
in the quantity of ornamental plants 
on hand next winter. This dearth of 


plants is due to the phenomenal in- 


crease of householders in Los Angeles 
city and in the suburban towns, and to 
the fact that a large number of farm- 
ers have reached the point where they 
can afford to ornament their grounds 
as they should be. If this state of at- 
fairs is as represented, it will necessi- 
tate a large importation of ornamental 
plants to fill the demand made by the 
building of so many new homes. Peo- 
ple must learn that small, vigorous 
plants are preferable to the tall, root- 
bound, starved stock offered in pots by 
so many nurserymen. An example of 
the progress of small, healthy plants is 
seen in the newly-ornamented grounds 
at the Soldiers“ Home. Perhaps neces- 
sity will this season prevail upon the 
planters to put out small stock and ta- 
boo the old hide-bound specimens 80 
often foisted upon customers, to remain 
dormant for years. I can refer you to 
a row of magnolia trees that have been 
planted three years, given the best of 
care, and yet have not made the first 
start toward the making of pretty 
trees.

The Theory of Gum Disease. 

A leading orange grower whose 
ideas are always abreast of the times 
has a new theory upon the origin of 
the gum disease. He says the nursery- 
men are largely to blame for the 


_ spread of the destructive malady. They 
| select diseased culls and poor fruit 
generally from contaminated trees and 


thus the disease is perpetuated in the 
young stock, appearing later in the 
orchards in destructive form. If this 
theory is true, the remedy lies in the 
use of seed selected from absolutely 
healthy trees. This will bring us again 
to the Fiorida-stock fad, and there ig 
gome reason for its revival. 

One nurséryman has evidently an- 
ticipated the demand for trees budded 
upon Florida stock, and has spent 
nearly a year among the seedling 
groves of Fierida, collecting seeds for 
planting, and has them growing nicely 
in one of the largest seed beds in the 
South. He says in all his journeyings 
in the South he failed to find evidence 
of disease among the wild orange trees. 
There is much mystery about vege- 
table bacterial diseases, and the sub- 
ject should have more scientific study 
in its relation to citrus fruits than has 
yet been given. The public is unaware 
of the prevalence of the gum disease 
in certain localities of Southern Cali- 


-forfiila, or more alarm would be felt 


over the ravages of this mysterious 
malady. On general principles, noth- 
ing but pure seed should be selected, 
from typical trees. 

The Rhizobius Increasing. 

I was astonished to find this black 
scale parasite increasing so rapidly 
along the foothiils. While visiting 
Monrovia last Monday in company 
with Alexander Craw and a party of 
horticultural officials, I was shown a 
bunch of pepper trees in which the 
Rhisobius was found in large quanti- 
ties. It was difficult to determine 
whether these ladybi were doing 
any service, as the trees contained a1! 
the scale they could possibly hold in 
all stages of development. Further in- 
vestigations were made in the orange 
groves of John Scott at Duarte. The 
Rhigobius was found there in lesser 
numbers, apparently having no effect 
upon the scale. This is not the first 
time great predictions have been made 
as to the efficiency of this parasite, 
and the probabilities are that disap- 
pointment will follow as usual. There 
seems to be no justification for the 
roseate view taken oy the horticul- 
tural optimists of the f ll regions. 

Mr. Scott has decided to‘give a por- 
tion of his orchard undisturbed to the 
use of the Rhizobius, refraining from 
fumigating or spraying the trees on 
which the colonies are established.

The uncertainties of life are well 
Illustrated in Prof. Marlatt's experi- 
ence with the Chinese ladybirds, 
which he imported after a quest of 
many months In the most inaccessible 
portions of China. Mr. Mariatt re- 
turned to the United States and to 
Washington last fall, bringing with 
him 150 of these “ladybugs” in a little 
bamboo cage. All died except two, 
which, singularly enough, proved ex- 
tremely hardy and lived all through 
last winter in a little glass cage in Mr. 
Marlatt's office. They were survivors, 
and as such were best adapted to this 
climate and country. This spring thev 
laid eggs and hatched out 200 young 
ones, which are now full grown and 
healthy and getting ready to bring 
forth young on their own account. 
They have already exterminated the 
scale insect on many of the trees on 
the department grounds, and when 
they in turn bring forth broods the 
division will have enough to begin 
sending them about over the United 
States frulit-raising districts where 
the scale insect is playing havoc. 

These bugs are being distributed 
among the Maryland peach orchards, 
and it is they will soon wipe 
out the tribe of the San José scale, 


Concerning Typhoid Germs. 

Dairymen and more especially the 
consumers of dairy products will be 
interested in the statement of the fact 
that typhoid cultures mixed with the 
water consumed by milch cows will 
not pass into the milk even when the 
water is mixed with pure typhoid 
bacilli. The results obtained by scien- 
tific investigation in this line are grat- 
ifying and seem to be conclusive. They 
show that in assimilating the water 
the bacilli are destroyed; that they do 
not pass alive into the excreta, nor 
will they ve the kidney action of 
the cows. This simplifies the matter 
materially as far as the dairies of Los 
Angeles are concerned. It does not 
mean that dairy cattle s be given 
impure water, for other seases are 
almost sure to follow the continued use 
of poisoned drinking water. But the 
experiments seem to prove that locally 
our health officers must look to some 
ot source than the milk to explain 
the prevalence of typhoid fever in the 
city. 

There is another phase of the ques- 
tion, however, which may bring the 
source of contamination to the milk. 
It bas been proven that typhoid germs 
may be introduced into the udder of 
the cows by direct contact. In this fact 
lies the great danger from filthy dairy 
surroundings. Cows allowed to stand 
in ponds containing typhoid bacilli have 
given miik infected with the germs. 
The experiments have demonstrated 
that the temperature of the milk in the 
udder is most favorable for the mul- 
tiplication of the disease germs. No 
other article of food is so subject to 
the harboring of invisible impurities, 
and while experiments have shown 
that the cow’s stomach functions ar- 
rest all contami on, it may be taken 
for granted that milk will absorb a 
great variety of disease microbes from 
impure surroundings. Keep the dairies 
pure at all hazards. 


THE FRUIT ORCHARD. 
Prunus Simoni.

This variety 
of plum is comparatively new, having 
been on the market not more than five 
years, but so large and luscious is it 
that it bids fair soon to enjoy a — 
larity as great as that ot the —— 
and green gage. 

The prunus simoni has a flavor pe- 
culiarly its own. It is quite large and 
w a rich yellow, if wrap n paper 
it wil] turr a deep red. h, it is one 
of the most pleasing of spring fruits, 
but to can it entails some expense, 
owing to its acidity and the fact that 
it will not absorb the sugar out of the 
syrup for several days after it is 
canned.” It requires also more sugar. 
For canning purposes it must be used 
before coloring, as the syrup will be 
colored if the plum is allowed to be- 
come too ripe. 

As yet there is little demand for it 
because it is so little known, but year 
by year it is making friends and will 
soon be found in every household. The 

runus simoni grows quite vigorously 
ere, as do also the Kelsey and gage 
plums, and the other varieties will have 
te look well to their laurels before 
many years. It is equally as large and 
when each plum is wrapped separately 
in paper as are oranges and lemons, it 
acquires so appetizing a color that side 
by side on the market the prunus 
si mont is almost sure to be preferred 
to the others. Many people make a 


mistake, however, in thinking it suffi- 
cient to place the plums in a box and 
the vox in a dark place with perhaps a 
covering over it. The plums will ac- 
quire a better color that way, it is 
true, but not soe bright a color as where 
each plum is wrapped by itself.—[Vi- 
salia Delta. 


Advice to Lemon Men. 


A lemon grower says: “I beg to sug- 
gest to the lemon packers the advisa- 
bility of ceasing the injurious practice 
of. brushirg. washing and polishing 


lemons, which undoubtedly injures the 


keeping qualities of California lemons. 
In a letter from Sicily, Mr. Whitney of 
San Diego some time ago said: ‘Italian 
lemons are never washed or brushed to 
clean them, as they decay if so 
treated.’ He also adds that ‘it is found 
that the drier the trees are at time of 
picking the better the lemons wil! 
keep.’ If the lemon packers will adopt 
the following suggestions this practice 
can be stopped at nee. Let every 
packer send to his eastern customers 
a marked copy of this fetter asking his 
cotperation. If the retailer can sell 
Italian lemons unwashed, he can sell 
our lemons too. Let all dirty lemons 
be packed separately and discounted 
10 cents a box. Let the retailer or the 
consumer do the washing: a boy can 
wash e bax of lemons in an hour. The 
consumer does not expect his potatoes 
or oniong to be washed.

THE FARM. 
The Tamworth Hog. 


“They were brought from Tamworth, 
England, to the Ontario Agricultural 


College in 1890, while I was still con- 


nected with that institution. From 
Canada they naturally entered the 
United States by way of Michigan. 
Just now I cannot tay when that oc- 
curred, but the first herd that was ever 
in the Northwest was brought to the 
Minnesota experiment station in 1896: 

“In Canada we first experimented 
with the Tamworth on  pure-bred 
Berkghire sows and fed the progeny 
againet pure Berkshires and pure Tam- 
worths. At that time people gener- 
ally thought that it cost more to pro- 
duce a pound of bacon on any lean hog 
than it did on a fatter breed. We 
found that there was no Material dif- 
ference. Sometimes one was ahead and 
sometimes the other. Since then the 
experiment has been variously re- 
peated, with the result that the aver- 
age of cheapness has been in favor 
and to the credit of the Tamworths. 
The theory is that because of the great 
vigor the digestion of the animal is 
vigorous and strong. It is the differ- 
ence between health and Inasitude. 

“Last year Minnesota station showed 
cross breeds at the Chicago national) 
show (Tamworth sire and Poljand- 
China dam) that won sweepstakes for 
pork against all breeds and crosses. 
Especially in case of short-bodied sows 
of whatever possible breed, the cross 
-of Tamworth has resulted in lengthen- 
ing the body (the most important 
change.) strengthening the leg, im- 
proving the breeding and nursing qual- 
ities, imparting increased stamina and 
givi the animal greater capacity for 
general development.” 

At this point Prof. Shaw was asked 
if it were not some such mixing of 
blood—especially the German with 
some of the older American familics— 
that was greatly responsible for much 


of the present-day enterprise in the 


American people. “Exactly so,” re- 
plied the professor. Then he proceeded 
to say that he did not advocate con- 
tinual crossing on pure breeds, since 
registered animals should be consid- 
ered too valuable for such use. He 
next remarked upon the theory of his 
predecessor at the Minnesota station, 
Prof. McClean, who advocated the use 
of Poland-China boars on Tamworth 
sows. Prof. Shaw said that he dis- 
ented from that theory for two rea- 
sons. It was impracticable on account 
of the scarcity of Tamworth sows, and, 
further, the crossing should proceed 
toward the Tamworth or strictly ba- 
con side, since this contributed just so 
much to renovate blood. His experi- 
ence had been in favor of three-fourths 
and still higher Tamworth crosses.— 
[Thomas Shaw. 


A Mild Criticism. 


Can any farmer tell why he should 
pay taxes to support both the State 
Board of Horticulture and an entomo- 
logical department in the university? 
The State Board of Horticulture once 
performed a valuable service. That 
was while all horticulture was em- 
pirical, and before science had been 
seriously applied to horticultural sub- 
jecta. It now has one, and only one, 
useful person connected with it, and 
that is Quarantine Officer Crow—we 
should add his. assistants when he has 
any—and he could report directly to 
the Governor. All the work or real im- 
portance in aid of horticulture in this 
State is now done by the University. 
The State Board of Horticulture exists 
only that the politicians for the time 
being may draw a certain number of 
salaries for their retainers or depend- 
ants. And ithe farmers sit still and 
never lift their volce against the impo- 
sition, or that li more abominable 
nuisance, the alléged State Board of 
| “Agriculture.” Obviously what this 
State needs is what other States have— 
a single agricultural board of about 
five men, of which the professor of 
agriculture präctice in the university 
shall be ex-officio president, and the 
four appointed members shall always 
represent, respectively, the horticul- 
tural, dairying, live stock and grain 
farming interests. If thought best the 
sheep and cattle men might each have 
a representative, and a seventh mem- 
ber be added to represent the sugar 
beet and other intensive cultures. The 
secretary and executive officer should 
be required to be a graduate of some 
agricultural] college Chronicle. 


THE DAIRY. 
Cost of Dairy Products. 

In breeding cows for any 
purpose the cost of production must 
be carefully considered if profits are 
to be realized. Cows canriot be made 
to give a large milk flow without good 
feeding and a natural tendency to 
large yields through inherited traits, 
A good system of feeding may easily 
be adopted, and the results be obtained 
almost immediately, but heredity is 
something that goes back through 
many generations and decades. Yet 
the cost of producing milk and butter 
fats must be considered in the light of 
all this. When we buy well-bred dairy 
cows we pay for ancestral traits and 
past carefulness in breeding. This 
sometimes is the most expensive part 
of the cost, but in the end it pays 


best. 

But in calculating the cost of pro- 
duction of dairy products it should 
be remembered that cows are now bred 
for special purposes, and to use one 
for something she had not been bred 
to is wasting profits, One cow will 
produce a hundred pounds of milk 
with less than 3 per cent. of butter 
fat in it, and another seventy pounds 
of milk in the same time with 6 per 
cent. butter fats. Which cow will 
yield the greatest profit? If one is 
selling miik which passes muster with 
3 per cent. butter fat, the cow which 
gives the heaviest yield of milk, with 
a low percentage of butter fat, will 
prove more profitable to him. But 
when the farmer expects to sell his 
milk ta the sreamertine ov male the 
butter himself, he needs the 6 per cent. 
butter fat cow, even though the milk 
yield is smaller in quantity. In es- 
timating the cost of production the 
purpose for which the cow ts designed 
must first be decided upon, and then 
heredity and environment may be able 
to show profits that will make the work 
satisfactory. Both the breeds which 
are enormous milkers, and those which 
produce milk with a great percentage 
of butter fats, are needed on the dairy, 
but not always on the same dairy.— 
{E. P. Smith, in Cultivator. 

THE POULTRY YARD. 
Testing the Age of- Ess. 8 
When ultry keepers adhere to 
rigid el of controlled nesting and 
daily collection and marking of eggs, 
there is little or no trouble about bad 
or stale eggs. But where dealers and 
shippers have to handle eggs from all 
quarters, a method of testing for fresh- 
ness is indispensable. There are various 
ways of doling this, the holding of the 
egg to a light being perhaps the most 
favored. In Saxony a large poultry 
breeders’ association has had under 
consideration what ia claimed to be a 
new method of determining the age 
of eggs, and have been so satisfied 
with it that they have awarded the in- 

ventor a special medal. 

The apparatus is based on the phys!- 
ological property that the air bubble 
at the blunt end of the egg increases in 
size with the growth of the embryo. 
When the egg is placed in liquid it has 
consequently an increasing tendency to 
become vertical, with the blunt end 
uppermost. The apparatus itself con- 
‘sists of a glass vessel, bearing at 
the back lines drawn at various angles, 
each line being marked with the age. 
The vessel is filled with some harmiers 
liquid, in which the eggs to be tested 
are Inia. Each egg will take up a cer- 
tain position, and. according to its age, 
ite longer axis will be more or less in- 


clined to the horizon. The direction of 
this axis is compared with

the back of the vessel, and the age of 
the egg read off at the line to which 


ite axis in parallel. 

A new-lalid Hes horizontally at 
the bottom of the vessel. An ess three 
to five days old raises itself from the 
horizontal so that its axis makes an 
angle of about twenty degrees. At 
eight days old this enzie has increased 
to about forty-five degrees; at fourteen 
days it is sixty degrees; at about three 
weeks it is seventy-five degrees, and 
after four weeks it stands upright on 
the pointed end. bag egg floats. 
With practice it is stated that the age 
can be told to a day.—[{The Agricul- 
tural Gazette of New South Wales. 

Raising Ducks for Market. 

The first thing the amateur needs is 
first-class breeding stock or eggs! 
There is sure to be a sag loss among 
your ducklings bred from debilitated 
stock. ‘Good stock should be selected 
to start with, and when properly fed 
and cared for there need be no fear 
of loss. The Pekings are too well 
known to need a special description at 
this writing. They will lay from 120 to 
149 a year.

The Cayuga is extremely hardy. pro- 
ducing eighty to ninety eggs in the 
spring, and laying again in the au- 
tumn.

Keep ducks on a good ration, let 
them get out all sorts of weather, 
and eggs, „ fertile eggs, will and 
must come. The use of green food to 
excess will make the carcass flabby. 
Celery seed is a great flavor giver. The 
Atlantic farm and others have tried it 
and find it a paying venture. The seed 
is purchased from the wholesale seed 
stores, and can be had for about 20 to 
2 cents per pound. Celery stalks 
chopped fine are good also, as they give 
the desired mellow flavor peculiar to 
the wild ducks. Duck raising is becom- 
ing more and more a business in itself, 
distinct from all other branches of 
poultry raising, and I believe the day 
is not far distant when the demands 
of the market will justify a more ex- 
tensive branch along this line.—{James 
Hague in Pacific Tree and Vine. 


BEET-SUGAR NOTES. 
Sugar Content Running High. 


We have received very favorable re- 
ports the country this week in 
regard to crops. The beans are doing 
exceedingly well on account of the 
numerous fogs which, although some 
of them have been rather high, have 
done as much help as some of the win- 
ter rains. 

The harvest of sugar beets is at its 
heighth, and is bringing out many fea- 
tures foreseen and unforeseen. As was 
expected, the tonnage is still light and 
the per cent. of sugar content exceed- 
ingly high. The early beets always 
run light In tonnage and on account 
of so large an acreage being harvested 
every man available is in the employ 
of the contractors. 

The Western Agricultural Contract- 
ing Company is delivering beets on 
their contract, where orders to deliver 
have been received from the fac- 
tory. Some of the farmers, however, 
who did not make contracts early, are 
finding it difficult to secure men suffi- 
cient for their needs. As on every 
other year minor labor troubles abound 
everywhere, but not of sufficient im- 
portance for mention, | 

In a short time as the earliest con- 
tracts are completed, the beets will be 
of a larger size than those now being 
harvested, and consequently more tons 


will be received per acre. This will of 


course be an advantage to contractors. 

The factory is working in excellent 
shape, and taking care of everything 
received. The average per cent. sugar 
content to and including July 23 was 
19.6, and the amount of beets sliced 
5559 tons 874 pounds. In the future the 
Courier will give the returns of each 
week by days, showing the sugar and 
tons received and sliced. ‘

GAVE BOON TO MARINERS. 


Flavio Gioja of Amalfi is Entitled 
to Credit for Perfecting the Com- 


{Chicago Chronicle: ] Historians have 
long been at odds as to the man en- 
titled to the credit of having invented 
the mariner’s compass, but all are now 
agreed that to Flavio Gioja is due the 
honor of perfecti it. The little town 
of Amalfi, in Italy, is just pre- 
paring to celebrate the sixth centenary 
of the inventor's birth. If not actually 
the inventor of the mariner's compass, 
Flavio Gioja was at least its per- 
fectioner.” The Chinese compass, such 
as it was up to the sixteenth century, 
was very different from the present 
one, and was moved by water. Marco 
Polo mentions this, 

But whether Flavio Gioja took his 
idea from this or invented quite a new 
one it is his compass that is used and 
not the Chinese one. In any case, 
Amalfi has every reason to be proud 
of her great citizen. He was original 
called Gili—it seems—then Gira, 
finally, Gioja. As Gioja he was known 
us a bold pilot and sea captain. The 
year of his birth is still uncertain. It 
is put by some at 1302, while others put 
it between 1300 and 1320. 

It must be remembered that at this 
period Amalfi was as great on the seas 
as Pisa, Genoa, and even Venice. 

In all references to r- subject it is 
always Amalfi that is quoted as the 
birthplace of the inventor, whatever 
may be the real name of its inventor. 
The town of Almalfi hase also a com- 


pass in tts arms, which com- 
pass was added to the elite 
after the compass had 


heen invented by an Amalfitan. The 
sculptor Balzico has.made a very fine 
Statue of Gloja in celebration of his 
sixth oD He is represented in 
the mariner's dress of the period. with 
a dagger — pouch hanging from his 
belt, and in one hand he holds a com- 
pass, which he is studying with great 
earnestness. A ship's cable is at his 
feet. The face ts noble and very ex- 
pressive.

GAVE BOON TO MARINERS. . 


Flavio Gioja of Amalfi is Entitled 

to Credit for Perfecting the Com- 

pass. 

{Chicago Chronicle:} Historians have 
long been at odds as to the man en- 
titled to the credit of having invented 
the mariner’s compass, but all are now 
agreed that to Flavio Gioja is due the 
honor of perfecti it. The little town 
of Amalfi, in Italy, is just pre- 
paring to celebrate the sixth centenary 
of the inventor's birth. If not actually 
the inventor of the mariner’s compass, 
Flavio Gioja was at least its per- 
fectioner.”” The Chinese compass, such 
as it was up to the sixteenth century, 
was very different from the present 
one, and was moved by water. Marco 
Polo mentions this. 

But whether Flavio Gioja took his 
idea from this or invented quite a new 
one it is his compass that is used and 
not the Chinese one. In any case, 
Amalfi has every reason to be proud 
of her great citizen. He was originall 
called Gill It seems—then Gira, 
finally, Gioja. As Gioja he was known 
as a bold pilot and sea captain. The 
year of his birth is stin uncertain. It 
is put by some at 1302, while others put 
it between 1300 and 1220. 


It must be remembered that at this 


period Amalfi was as great on the seas 
as Pisa, Genoa, and even Venice. 

In all references to the subject it js 
always Amalfi that is quoted as the 
birthplace of the inventor, whatever 
may be the real name of its inventor. 
The town of Almalfi has also a com- 


pass in tts arms, which com- 
pass was added to the city 
arms after the compass had 


been invented by an Amalfitan. The 
sculptor Balzico has made a very fine 
statue of Gioja in celebration of his 
sixth centenary. He is represented in 
the mariner's dress of the period. with 
a dagger and pouch hanging from his 
belt, and in one hand he holds a com- 
pass, which he is studying with great 
earnestness. A ship's cable is at his 
feet. The face is noble and very ex- 
pressive. |

GET JEWFISH DAILY. 


LARGE ONES THICK AND GAMY 
DOWN THE COAST. 
— & w-w—ů— 
city Trustee Carl Hendrickson Landed 
One With a Broken Stump of a 
Rod—Tale of Another Real Neigh- 
borly One. 


LONG BEACH, Jnply ~...—The town 
scored its third successive daily jew- 
fish this morning. The man that made 
the luckv cast was City Trustee Car! 
Hendrickson. 

Hendrickson and several others went 
out on the launch* Helena at 6 o'slock 
this reste. Ten miles down the coast 
Hendrickson and W. J. Shaul boarded 
one skiff that the launch had in tow 
and J. B. Losee and William Schilling, 
Sr., took another. The launch left 
them for a trolling expedition, and the 
ekiffs were moored not far apart, each 
Skiff being loosely tied to a bunch of 
kelp so the mooring could easily be 
cut off if a strike was obtained. 

The better luck hovered about the 
boat in which Hendrickson and hau! 
were. Hendrickson is positive that he 
saw five jewfish near his skiff, and 
two of them were very large. He had 
two kinds of rod-and-reel gear, one for 
small fish and the other for bigger 
game. While he pulling up a 
sheepshead with the former gear a 
jewfish followed it right to the surface. 
The tewfish, in fact, came so! close to 
the skiff that if he had thought it safe 
to do so Hendrickson could have patted 
the creature on the back of its head. 

Hendrickson hooked one jewish 
which got away, and then he hooked 
ahother which with a quick jerk 
snapped his rod only about twenty 
inches from the reel. With crippled 
gear the prospect of getting the game 
he was after looked doubtful to Hen- 
drickson, but he determined to try 
again. He had been baiting his hooks 
with chunks of albicore, but the jew- 
fish were rather dainty about that kind 
of bait. They would take a small 
mouthful, taste it suspiciously, and 
then spit it out. Then Hendrickson 
tried a 3-pound bass, and that brought 
results. 

When the big fish took that bait it 
was a difficult question whether to try 
to catch the hook in the fish's mouth 
or wait till the hook had had time to 
get down into the gullet. Hendrick- 
son thought the gullet method would 
be preferable because of the mouth of 
a jewfish being rather hard for a hook 
to get firmly caught in it. 

He let, the fish have its own way for 
several seconds, and then applied the 
brake to the reel. With only a stump 
of a rod, which in that condition had 
no springy qualities, it was a tedious 
operation playing the fish. Now and 
then Hendrickson would stop for a 
moment's rest, and in that period the 
fish would rest, too, and apparentiy 
— more benefit from the respite than 

endrickson did. After a half hour 
of letting out and pulling in the fish. 
which had been keeping near the bot- 
tom, wes brought up to . The 
fish weighed about eighty pounds.

IN AVALON WATERS. 


GREATEST RUN OF YELLOWTAIL 
DURING THE SEASON. 

Number Caught So Large That Racks 

on the Beach Wouldn’t Hold All— 


Many Private Yachts Visit the 
Island, | 


AVALON, July 31.—The fishing was 
simply “out of sight” today. The boat- 
men's racks were not large enough to 
hold the fish, and they were piled 
around in all sorts of places. It was 
the greatest run of yellowtail of the 
year. and there was sport for every- 
body. In fact the run began several 
days ago, and it was not confined to 
yeliowtail only, for all sorts of Ash 
have been biting freely. It was the 
big schools of yellowtail, however, that 
made things interesting for the an- 
giers. As tar back as last Sunday im- 
mense, schools of yellowtail were re- 
ported in the vicinity of Sphinx Rock, 
and every day they have moved up 
this way, passing Seal Rocks, and 
yestercay the advance guard was in 
the neighborhood of Pebbly h. 
This morning they had reached Lov- 
ers Cove, driving schools of smali 
bait fishes before them, and here the 
rank and file of the campers had fun 
with them. 

To go back to yesterday’s record, 
bowever, A. W. Fox of London, with 
the Nellie G., made himseif a record 
by taking four black sea bass, which, 
hung up in front of Jim Gardner's 
stand, made a show that eastern an- 
giers would not believe after seeing 
it. The fish weighed 60, 124, 145 and 
322 pounds, respectively, a total of 651 
pounds, and Mr. Fox will go out into 
the world a marked man, to suffer 
from a blasted reputation wherever he 
may tell the story. 

Col. J. E. Stearns will hardly be able 
to point his finger at Mr. Fox, as he 
comes near being in the same boat. He 
reported last evening with eighty- 
seven fish, sixty-six of which were 
sheepshead, the largest of which 
weighed 28 pounds, a record breaker. 
There were seventeen rock bass and 
four whitefish,
